TO  exhibit  clear  and  distinct  views  of  the  actual  arid 
probable  resources,  revenue,  and  expenditures,  was  doubt¬ 
less  the  object  which  led  the  Legislature'  to  direct  the 
Register’s  annual  publication.  It  consequently  becomes 
my  duty  to  state,  that  the  revenue  contemplated  by  the 
twenty-seventh  section  of  the  act  of  24th  February,  1806, 
is  not  likely  to  be  productive. 

By  that  section,  the  Prothonotaries  or  Clerks  of  the  Stir 
preme  court,  and  of  the  several  courts  of  Quarter  Sessions 
and  Common  Pleas,  are  directed  to  make  annual  returns 
of  the  fees  received  in  each  of  their  offices  respectively  ; 
and  the  yearly  amount,  above  1,500  dollars,  to  be  taxed, 
for  the  use  of  the  commonwealth.  No  one  of  the  returns, 
received  for  the  last  vear,  have  amounted  to  that  sura 
(Philadelphia  excepted  ;) — Nor  under  the  construction 
generally  given  to  the  law,  is  it  probable  that  they  ever 
will :  for,  by  the  following  returns,  only  one  officer  has 
thought  himself  obliged  to  report  the  fees  received,  as 
Clerk  of  the  Orphans’  court ;  and  only  seven  have  made 
any  return,  as  Clerk  of  the  Circuit  court. 

Prothonotary  of  the  Common  Pleas,  Clerk  of 
the  Circuit  court,  Clerk  of  the  Quarter  Sessions, 
Clerk  of  the  Orphans’  court,  &c. — though  frequently 
all  held  by  the  same  person,  are,  by  the  holder, 
considered  as  separate  offices  ;  and  unless  the  receipts 
on  some  one  of  them  exceed  1,500  dollar's,  they  are 
thought  not  to  be  taxable,  though  the  aggregate  amount 
should  greatly  exceed  that  sum — from  which  it  appears, 
that  before  any  revenue  can  be  expected  from  this  source, 
soirie  modification  of  the  law  must  take  place.

THE  act  of  11th  April,  1307,  section  five,  directs, 

that  the  Register-general,  in  his  annual  reports  to  the 
“  Legislature,  shall  make  a  correct  statement  of  the 
u  amount  of  the  license  monies,  and  the  militia  exempt 
‘‘  fines,  due  from  the  respective  counties,  and  the  names 
“  of  the  county  Treasurers,” 

This  annual  report,  he  is,  by  law,  obliged  to  make  in 
December  ;  and  by  the  third  section  of  the  above  recited 
act,  the  county  Treasurers  are  to  settle  their  accounts 
annually,  before  the  first  Monday  in  February,  which 
compels  the  Register  to  report  the  debts  charged  against 
the  Treasurer,  before  he  has  made  settlement,  or  received 
any  allowance  for  commissions,  or  for  license,  or  exempt 
monies,  which  it  was  impossible  for  him  to  receive. 

The  accounts  against  the  Treasurer,  for  license,  are 
made  up  from  the  Prothonotary’s  returns  of  persons 
recommended  by  the  court,  many  of  whom  never  take  out 
license,  and  for  which  the  Treasurer,  on  settlement, 
receives  a  credit,  as  it  would  be  unjust  in  the  extreme,  to 
compel  him  to  pay  over  what  was  not  in  his  power  to  • 
receive.  The  accounts  for  exempt  fines,  are  made  from 
the  Brigade-inspectors’  returns  ;  and  the  Treasurer  has  no 
right  to  demand  or  receive  more  than  the  Commissioners 
have  placed  on  the  county  duplicates,  which  are  almost 
invariably  less  than  the  Inspectors’  returns.  Hence  it 
will  appear  evident,  that  the  following  list  shews  a  much 
larger  debit  against  many  of  the  Treasurers,  than  they  will 
really  owe,  wrhen  settlement  is  made.
